Spring Plantings for Park Congress Budget Sets 
Deficit of $68.8 Billion 


WASHINGTON (A P) — C on­ 
gress is nearing final p assage 
of its first com prehensive a l­ 
ternative to the $355.6 billion 
federal budget subm itted by 
P resid ent F o rd and it’s calling 
for a deficit $8.8 billion higher 
than F ord w ants. 
The p ro g ram calls for $367 
billion in spending with a $68.8 
billion deficit. The spending 
limits w ere w orked out in S en­ 
ate -H o u s e c o n f e r e n c e c o m ­ 
m ittee and both houses a p p e a r 
likely to adopt the guidelines 
next week. 
The congressional resolution 
calls for $11.4 billion m ore in 
spending than P residen t F o rd 's 
budget and $8.8 billion higher 
deficit. , 
However, 
if 
the 
a d m in is­ 
tration w ere to follow the a s ­ 
sum ptions used by auth ors of 
the 
congressional 
plan, 
the 
F ord budget and deficit would 
be several billion dollars high­ 
er, close to the congressional 
figures.

S ecretary of the T reasu ry Wil­ 
liam E. Simon, w.ho indicated

added that a dangerous red ink 
figure would be one in the $80 
billion to $100 billion range. 
T he conferees reached their 
c o m p r o m is e on th e b u d g e t 
resolution after som e sh arp and 
heated debate. 
House conferees contended 
the Senate figures w ere m uch 
too low to turn the economy 
around and m ak e a substantial 
cut in unem ploym ent. 


Sen. E d m un d S. Muskie, D- 
M aine, head of the Senate dele­ 
gation, said he personally had 
sy m p ath y with this point of 
view. But he em phasized that 
the Senate had voted in the floor 
d e b a te 
not 
to 
a d d 
m o re 
econom ic stim ulus. 


M uskie said it would take a 
$100 billion deficit 
to m ove 
un em ploym ent down to the 5 
p er cent level quickly, 
and 
com m en ted that it w as obvious 


this had little support in either 
branch of Congress. The latest 
unem ploym ent figure w as 8.9 
per cent. 
The S enate originally passed 
the resolution calling for a $365 
billion spending p ro gram with a 
$67.2 billion deficit. The House 
voted for $368.2 billion and a $70 
billion deficit. 
Thus, as Muskie pointed out. 
the Senate conferees m ade the 
bigger concessions in working 
out the com prom ise. 
The com prom ise resolution 
provides for a $3.3 billion cut in 
defense spending and a $1.5 bil­ 
lion reduction in foreign aid as 
com pared with F o rd ’s budget, 
but for increases in dom estic 
spending. 
T he senators sought to place 
m ore em phasis on funds to 
rehabilitate the nation’s rail­ 
roads. and the House delegation 
w anted higher priority on pub­ 
lic works projects. 
These questions w ere left to 
be settled as Congress acts on 
the various authorization and 
money bills through the 
m ain d er of this vear.

Kent State University-Salem Campus Director Thomas N. 
Cox announced today that the KSU Board of Trustees have 
approved a reduction of part-time fees by almost 25 per cent. 
Tne reduction will be effective fall quarter, 1975. 
The lower charge for undergraduate students at the Salem 
campus will be $19 per credit hour ( up to 11 hours) compared 
to the present charge of $25. Cost for full-time students will 
remain $220 per quarter. 
The charge for graduate students at Salem will be $28 per 
credit hour ( up to 11 hours) as compared to $38. 
Big Wheat 
Crop 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio should have its largest 
winter wheat harvest this year in more than two decades, the 
Crop Reporting Service said Friday. 
Tne 1975 crop is forecast at 65.6 million bushels, 1 per cent 
larger than last year’s big output, and the best since the record 
68 million bushels in 1953. 
Primarily responsible for this year’s increase, the service 
said, are the 1,640,000 acres expected to be harvested for grain, 
and ideal weather conditions last fall, especially in nor­ 
thwestern Ohio. 
The yield per acre this year is estimated at 40 bushels. 
$6 Billion In Overcharges? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The chairman of a House energy 
subcommittee says his staff has been told that oil companies 
have overcharged their customers by as much as $6 billion, far 
higher than previous estim ates. 
Rep. William S. Moorhead, I)-Pa., quoted an unnamed 
Federal Energy Administration official Friday as the source 
of the estim ate. FEA chief Frank G. Zarb, appearing before 
Moorhead’s panel, said the figure “ sounded fairly high” but 
conceded he nad no accurate figure of his own.

The Location Is Salem 


“This is Ohio Educational Television Channel 
WNEO, A lliance.” the voice says, at the conclu 
sion of a TV program which actually is being 
beam ed from the Channel 45 tower only a few 
m iles w est of Salem 
Within a few months this will change. It’s long 
overdue. 
Alliance interests protested loudly when the 
consortium of Akron, Kent State and Youngs­ 
town University proposed in 1970 to erect a 1.269- 
foot broadcast tower in Alliance. Aeronautical 
groups in the Stark County city claim ed it would 
constitute a hazard to aircraft in and around 
Alliance. As a result, the Federal Aviation Ad­ 
m inistration subsequently 
gave approval 
to 
erection of the tower, but only 750 feet high, on a 
46-acre site in Goshen Township just north of the 
U.S. Rt. 62 D am ascus road. 
So, it naturally disturbs a few Salem civic 
leaders and other partisan citizens when the an­ 
nouncer identifies WNEO as Alliance, knowing 
full well that the geographical location is Salem . 
All the confusion can be cleared bv a sim ple 


license transfer procedure and, according to 
D ave L. Fornshell, executive director of the Ohio 
Educational Television Network Commission, it 
may occur within the next few months. 
All broadcasting stations are regulated and 
licensed by the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission m Washington and in the case of Channel 
45, the FCC identified WNEO with Alliance be 
cause of the original application. The station has 
to say “A lliance” to be consistent with the pro­ 
visions of the station's federal license. When the 
Channel 45 license is transferred to NETO, Inc., 
the three-college consortium, NETO intends to 
petition the FCC to have the license changed to 
Salem . 
The sooner the better! 
The educational programs on Channel 45 are 
enlightening and entertaining and also void of 
the bothersome com m ercials which interrupt 
most of the TV fare on other networks. The Ohio 
Educational TV Network is to be commended for 
its good-program ming, consistent w ith a desire 
to serve the public.

The Non working Mother 


The apple pie market is presum ably still hold­ 
ing strong in this country, but motherhood has 
definitely fallen on hard tim es. 
L ate in 1971, Congress passed what one writer 
described as a tax loophole big enough to drive a 
truck through — a provision which allowed a 
working couple earning a combined incom e as 
high as $18,000 to deduct as a “business expense” 
a whopping $4,800 from their incom e tax for 
child-care or disabled dependent expenses. 


This m eant that the working mother struggling 
along with her husband on a m ere $18,000 a year, 
which is hardly poverty level even today, could 
have a government-subsidized maid or house­ 
keeper or baby sitter service to the tune of $400 a 
month. In the 20 per cent bracket, this amounted 
to $80 a month in actual tax savings. 
Working couples with combined incom es as 
high as $26,400 could also claim partial benefits, 
depending on the number of their children. No 
such subsidy w as voted for the nonworking 
mother — the mother not working outside the 
home, that is — who still outnumbers her sala­ 
ried sister (though not by much any m ore). 
For the truck mentioned above, now read 
wide-bodied jet. 
As part of the tax rebate and reform package 
just passed, beginning in 1976 working couples 
with combined adjusted gross incom es as high as 
$35,000 m ay claim the full $4,800 child-care de­ 


duction, and not until their combined incom es 
reach $44,600 will Uncle Sam leave them to make 
ends m eet on their own. 
Again, the “nonworking” mother and her 
working husband have been given the back of the 
IRS’ hand. 
This is no brief against working mothers, m il­ 
lions of whom work from necessity, not from 
choice, and who in many cases are their fam ily’s 
chief w age earners. 
YET THE actual effect of the law is to help 
those fam ilies who need help least. The mother 
w ho drudges over som eone else’s laundry for a 
couple of bucks an hour pays so little incom e tax 
in any event that the ridiculously ballooned 
child-care allowance m eans nothing to her. 
Not only that, but thanks to the new law, if she 
com es off the w elfare rolls and goes to work 
looking after som e other working mother's 
children. THAT mother can claim an additional 
20 per cent tax credit for her w ages on top of the 
$4,800 child-care deduction. 
The question is, why should those mothers en­ 
joying 
combined 
husband-wife 
incom es 
of 
$20.(XX) or 30.000 or $40,000 be given such 
m unificently preferential tax treatment, not only 
a s opposed to the poor working mother, but as 
opposed to those m others who have decided that 
their real job is in the home? 
Well, the sam e question was asked in 1971 and 
no one answered it then, either. 
Computers Need a Rest 


Science fiction writers have conjured up 
computer battles for vears now but none, to our 
knowledge, predicted the first skirm ish would 
occur in the New York Stock E xchange building. 
Yet that is exactly what is happening oc­ 
ca sio n a lly th ese d ays, M ike F ed oroch k o, 
director of trading data services at the ex ­ 
change, says one computer “ kills” the other and 
attem pts to take over its function. 
ROBERT C. HALL, chief of all the exchange 
com puterization, tones down the vocabulary but 
does say: ‘T h e computers get into contention.” 
A fascinating aspect of the com puter struggle 
is the adm ission by the experts that they don’t 
know what causes the confrontation. 
On six occasions this year, the com puters have 
squabbled to the extent that trading has been 
disrupted and it has been necessary for the 
exchange to take on the tim e-consum ing task of 
reconstructing the 30 to 40 m inutes of m issed 
action after the day’s trading is over 
T echnically, according to the experts, the 
com puter argum ent develops over w hich system 


is to be in charge. The exchange has both an on­ 
line 
computer 
system 
and 
a 
backup 
for 
em ergency use. The backup system is supposed 
to take over when a sign of “w eakness” shows up 
in the on-line system . 
The dispute boils down to the two system s 
quarreling over which is the strong one. 
We'll leave it up to the technicians to work out 
the problem, and even forego the temptation to 
engage in a bit of science fiction speculation 
about what this early skirm ish portends for the 
future.

From the start ol the Nation 
il Highway Traffic Safety Ad 
m inistration’s 
vehicle 
detect 
identification program in 1966 
through June of 1974, dom estic 
and foreign autom obile manu 
faeturers issued 1,582 recalls 
involving nearly 46 million v e­ 
hicles. 
Yet, according to a report by 
the General Accounting Office, 
millions of these vehicles liave 
never been inspected for poten­ 
tial defects and remain on the 
highways Among the reasons, 
says the GAO: 
—Not all owners receive de­ 
fect notifications. 
Som e dealers apparently 
sell recalled vehicles without 
correcting the defects 
Many owners sim ply do not 
return their vehicles for inspec­ 


tion, and even when they do, 
dealers are not alw ays pre 
pared to m ake the necessary 
corrections 
ON THE F VC E OK IT, 
this 
sounds like an extrem ely se 
nous 
situation 
fortunately, 
while a recall cam paign may 
involve tens of thtMjsands of a 
particular m odel, in most cases 
the loose or m issing b o lt‘ or 
failure prone part or whatever 
has been discovered on only a 
handful of vehicles.

In Britain, Victims Collect 


By J AMES J. KILPATRICK 
WASHINGTON — By alm ost 
any yardstick one em ploys, the 
crim e problem in Great Britain 
is vastly less than the crim e 
problem here. One explanation 
m ay lie in a national attitude 
that 
looks 
with 
com passion 
upon the victim s of violent 
crim e. In Britain, victim s get 
help. 
The experience of the United 
Kingdom in this regard is of 
timely interest. In his speech at 
Y ale on April 25, President 
Ford spole eloquently of the 
plight of persons victim ized by 
violent crim e. “The victim s,” 
he said, “are my primary con­ 
cern.” They are a prim ary con­ 
cern in Britain also. 
Ten years ago. Parliam ent 
created the Criminal Injuries 
Compensation Board. 
In the 
1973-74 fiscal year, it received 
12.215 claim s from persons who 
su ffered 
p erson al 
injury 
“ d irectly a ttrib u ta b le to a 
crim e of violence.” or w ho suf­ 
fered injury in the course of a s­ 
sisting police in the making of 
arrests. More than $9 million in 
claim s w as paid out last year. 
Since the program began in 
August. 1964. som e $45 million 
has been awarded.

It pointed to the 
fact that many IQ tests depend 
heavily upon a knowledge of vo­ 
cabulary or a capacity for ab­ 
stract reasoning, neither being 
ab so lu te 
p r e req u isites 
for 
brainpower. 


rr DWELT AT 
length upon 
one Ortega, once discarded as a 
subnormal child, who later be­ 
cam e a college professor. 
It kept returning to a sm all, 
selected group of psychologists 
who maintained stoutly that in­ 
telligence tests are a device 
“ invented by the middle class 
to keep the poor in their place.” 
But the real thrust of the pro­ 
gram appeared to be a des­ 
perate effort to shore up the tat­ 
tered cause of the environm en­ 
talists — those who for the last 
30 years have been claim ing 
that practically all intelligence 
can be ascribed to external fac­ 
tors like schooling and neigh­ 
borhoods, and that if enough 
public money is spent to even 
them 
out 
apparently 
stupid 
parents will produce just as 
many bright children as appar­ 
ently bright parents. 
THIS, OF COURSE, 
is so 
much w ishful sheep dip. It flies 
in the face of all human expe­ 
rien ce. 
R a th er’s

failed to mention recent studies 
of 244 identical twins, where 
each child was separated from 
its counterpart and raised in a 
substantially different environ­ 
ment. The average difference 
in IQ in each set w as 5.4, a 
trivial spread. 
There is a big em otional and 
financial stake in efforts to 
prove that environm ent is ev­ 
erything It provides the ration­ 
ale for court-ordered busing. It 
ju stifie s en orm ous ex p en d i­ 
tures for new public housing, 
“head 
start” 
program s and 
many social outlays em ploying 
thousands of public servants. 


HENCE, any scientists who 
dare hold that heredity 
ac­ 
counts for 80 per cent or more of 
capability are regarded as ene­ 
mies of these elaborate struc­ 
tures. 
The Feb. l issue of Modern 
M edicine com m ents: 
“Considering 
the scholarly 
reputation of the researchers, 
their findings have been met 
w ith 
u n scien tific 
h ysteria 
rather than by factual rebuttals 
by 
so-called 
liberals, 
whose 
opposition has tended to be at 
the level of personal vilifiea-

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tion. For their efforts, these re­ 
searchers have been attacked 
professionally and som etim es 
physically and banished to a 
kind of solitary confinem ent.”

the

The scientific era didn’t get 
under way until old Friar Roger 
Bacon 700 years ago laid down 
the p rin cip le of k n ow ledge 
through ex p erim en t. B efore 
that our ancestors kept sw al­ 
lowing poisonous nostrums and 
rubbing their charm s. 


WHAT IS HAPPENING now 
is that the liberal dogma that 
anything — even inadequate 
human perform ance — can be 
cured by outlays of money is 
under increasing attack 
be­ 
cause the results of pursuing 
this theory 
have been 
in ­ 
creasingly dism al. 


We have created all-black 
cities through the idiotic effort 
to achieve integration by forced 
busing. 
Colleges 
have 
tried 
“open adm ission” in the en­ 
vironm entalist belief that m ere 
exposure to the college atm os­ 
phere w ill prepare one for aca ­ 
dem ic disciplines. And when 
that theory collapsed the drive 
went on to elim inate grades or 
give everyone A s so that non­ 
perform ance could not be de­ 
tected. 


Now, if I got the lesson from 
Rather’s TV effort, w e have 
proceeded to the ultim ate ab­ 
surdity, and that is that intelli­ 
gence and stupidity are unde­ 
tectable, too. 


IQ TESTS 
should certainly 
be taken with a grain of salt. 
Many of them are, indeed, vo­ 
cabulary-loaded. The hapless 
Prof. Ortega was having trou­ 
ble with the English language 
w hen his school adjudged him a 
near-idiot, and subsequent test­ 
ing in the Navy proved that lan­ 
guage had been his only prob­ 
lem . Careful retesting and re- 
evaluation is a must. 
But to ignore testing is to in­ 
vite chaos. How are you going 
to teach calculus if part of the 
class hasn’t grasped the m ul­ 
tiplication table?

DEAR POLLY — The fibers in 
my all-wool blanket are a little 
stiff. It was washed in water that 
was too hot. Do you know of a 
remedy that will soften my 
blanket a bit?—M ABEL. 
DEAR MABEL—A good trick is 
to add a tablespoon of household 
ammonia to the final rinse water 
to make a blanket really fluffy 
and soft. 
Do not let a 
wool 
blanket 
become completely dry before 
removing from the dryer or the 
line. The slight dampness will 
allow for stretching to shape. 
Then brush both sides with a stiff 
brush to fluff it up. If drying a 
blanket outdoors on parallel lines 
take hold of the corners and shake 
it several times during the drying 
period. 
Never 
hang 
blanket 
outdoors when the weather is too 
cold. This will stiffen the fibers. 
Also never put it in the hot sun.— 
POLLY

Almost all signs that do 
occur can be caused also by other 
diseases A good example here is 
headaches are from other causes.

headache

brain tumor may actually be mild 
and intermittent, not different 
from 
many other forms of 
headache. 
A tumor causes symptoms on 
the basis of its location. If it is in 
an area of the brain that controls 
walking, then the walking will be 
affected. One located where the 
nerves to the ear are may cause 
ear symptoms. If it is located 
where it affects nerves to the 
eyes, it may affect them or cause 
visual defects such as seeing 
double. A tumor in the front part 
of the brain can grow to a large 
size and not cause any noticeable 
changes for sometime. It may 
cause 
personality 
changes. 
Vomiting may be a symptom of a 
brain tumor, but again there are 
many reasons for vomiting totally 
unrelated to brain tumor. 
The chances are slim that your 
son really has a brain tumor, but 
he must have some symptoms 
that have made him think this. He 
should see a doctor to evaluate the 
symptoms. 
If his personality changes are 
anything more than depression 
from his fear that he has a brain 
tumor, he may actually have a 
psychological problem and need 
professional counseling. 
Whatever 
is 
causing 
his 
problem it is more likely to be 
benefited if he will have an 
examination. 
He does 
need 
professional help but probably not 
for a brain tumor.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 
1975 winter wheat crop is off to 
a generally good start and may 
produce a record harvest of 1.62 
billion bushels, grain needed to 
replenish reserves 
now 
ex­ 
pected to be at a 27-year low by 
summer. 
Winter wheat makes up about 
three fourths of total U.S. 
wheat output. The estimate, 
based on May 1 field conditions, 
was announced Friday by the 
Agriculture Department. 
The department’s Crop Re­ 
porting Board did not include 
spring-planted wheat and will 
issue its first estimate of that 
production in July. But USDA 
has projected a spring wheat 
crop of 525 million bushels, as­ 
suming normal yields and ex­ 
pected plantings. 
Thus, including the winter 
crop’s estimate, a 1975 record 
wheat harvest of more than 2.1 
billion bushels is m the tiffing. 
But I SDA a year ago predicted 
an even larger 1974 crop and 
saw poor weather, including 
drought, slice it to less than 1.8 
billion bushels. 
The May estimate for winter 
wheat was one per cent larger 
than the 1.6 billion bushels 
USDA initially forecast last 
Dec. 23 Officials said Friday 
that 1975 yields are expected to 
average 32.1 bushels an acre, 
compared with 29.5 last year. 
“ Winter wheat prospects 
were generally tair to good on 
May 1,” the report said. “ How­ 
ever. growth and development 
was lagging behind normal for 
this date in all areas except 
Texas due to subnormal tem­ 
peratures during the spring 
grow mg season.” 
In Kansas, the leading pro­ 
ducer, the crop was estimated 
at a record 389 million bushels. 


compared to 319 million last 
year. The Oklahoma crop was 
put at 172 million bushels, up 
from 134 4 million in 1974; and 
the Texas harvest at 137.5 mil­ 
lion against a drought-ravaged 
crop of 52.8 million last year. 
The Nebraska wheat crop, 
however, was indicated at less 
than 91.5 million bushels, down 
from 98.6 million in 1974. In the 
Pacific Northwest, however. 
Washington farmers were ex­ 
pected to harvest 114.4 million 
bushels compared with 109 mil­ 
lion last year. 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Farmers’ income dropped an 
annual rate of 35 per cent dur­ 
ing the tirst quarter ol this year 
compared with the first three 
months of 1974. the Agriculture 
Department said Friday. 
For the quarter, the depart­ 
ment's Outlook and Situation 
Board said, net farm incqme 
was an annual rate of $21.5 bil 
lion, compared with $32.9 bil­ 
lion in the same three months of 
last year. 
For all of 1975. the board said, 
farmers are expected to net 
about $20 billion, compared 
with $27.2 billion in 1974. The 
all-time record was $32.2 billion 
in 1973. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A re­ 
port by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment puts it this way: “ The 
cattle business is in a jam.” 
The report, issued Friday by 
the department’s Outlook and 
Situation Board, said cattle 
slaughter probably will reach 
another record peak this year, 
possibly up 8 to 10 per cent from 
1974's record of 37 million head. 
Even so. the experts said, the 
nation's cattle herd will expand 
turther. Slaughter would have 
to "rise 15 per cent to stop the 


expansion" in the cattle in­ 
ventory. they said. 
“ And 1976 slaughter may in­ 
crease another 2 to 4 million 
head.” the report said, mean­ 
ing that as many as 44 million 
head may he killed for meat 
next year.

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Glenn Says U.S. 
Still Vulnerable

“ It we do all the drilling pos­ 
sible, we should be in better 
shape by then But it will take 
another seven to 10 years to re­ 
ceive benefits from the re­ 
search we re doing now in coal 
and geothermal energy.” 
Glenn said he was confident, 
however, that development of 
new energy sources will meet 
the country’s future needs. 
Nuclear power development 
w ill take another 10 years, he 
said. 
Glenn said the new strip min­ 
ing bill passed by Congress was 
“a good bill Basically, it does 
nationally what we did in Ohio 
four years ago. It puts all coal 
producers in the nation on the. 
same basis. 
Glenn said he still was unde­ 
cided whether to seek a favorite

nomination 
at

Democratic 
National Con­ 
vention. 
“ We d much rather go as an 
unpledged delegation although 
that may not be possible under 
Ohio law .“ Glenn said.

Soliio Gasoline Prices Up 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) 
Motorists pulling up to pumps 
at company-ope rated Standard 
Oil (Ohio) Co. gasoline stations 
today will find it costs them a 
penny more per gallon to fill up. 
The price of regular and un 
leaded gasoline rose to 55.8 
cents a gallon and of premium 
to 59.8 cents a gallon at mid­ 
night Friday, Sohio said. 
A 
spokesman 
blamed 
in­ 
creased costs for crude oil and 
operations. 
But the spokesman said fuel- 
cost ad ju stm en ts also p e r­ 
mitted a reduction of one cent a 
gallon in the price of home 
heating oil. That price dropped 
to 34 9 cents a gallon. 
Sohio said the wholesale cost 
to gasoline dealers would rise 
one penny at privately operated 
stations as well but that com­ 
petition could force some Sohio 


dealers to absorb the increase. 
About 2.7(H) company stations 
in Ohio were affected. The in- 
cleases also extended to Boron 
stations in Pennsylvania, Mich­ 
igan, Indiana and Kentucky, 
Sohio said. 
Under federal energy admin­ 
istration regulations, co m ­ 
panies are permi tted to pass 
along increased costs of raw 
materials to retail customers.
